DESCRIPTION  OF  STRAWBERRIES 

SENATOR  DUNLAP.  (Per.)  Medium  early.  The  best  general  purpose  va- 
riety. There  are  more  Dunlaps  sold  than  all  other  strawberry  plants  together; 
adapted  to  all  localities.  The  fruit  is  dark  red  with  glossy  finish,  shading  to  a deep 
scarlet  on  the  under  side.  The  meat  is  a bright  red  all  through  and  exceedingly 
juicy.  It  succeeds  everywhere  and  with  everybody — the  new  beginner  as  well  as 
with  the  veteran  grower — but  should  not  be  allowed  to  mat  too  quickly.  For  a 
medium-sized  productive  early  to  midseason  berry  you  need  not  hesitate  to  plant 
Dunlap. 

CHARLES  I.  Eearliest  berry  to  ripen.  Good  plant-maker;  fruit  large  and  firm, 
the  big  money  in  strawberry  growing  is  usually  made  at  the  start  of  the  season 
before  the  market  is  overstocked.  Charles  I ripens  nearly  a week  before  any  other 
strawberry  and  is  very  productive,  yielding  more  quarts  of  large  fine  looking  berries 
than  any  other  early  variety.  A strong  fertilizer  and  a good  grower.  Berries  large, 
regular  in  form,  and  of  good  color  and  quality.  This  valuable  early  strawberry  con- 
tinues to  produce  large,  fine  looking  berries  till  the  last  picking. 

GIBSON.  (Per.)  Medium  late.  The  Michigan  market  berry.  Has  no  superior. 
Dark  red,  firm,  retains  size  and  quality  to  the  last  berry.  Berries  are  large  and  reg- 
ular in  shape,  holding  their  size  well  to  the  end  of  the  season.  Flavor  is  neither 

sweet  nor  sour,  but  just  right  for  canning.  Extremely  productive,  in  fact  we  know 
of  no  variety  that  will  produce  more  quarts  of  berries  per  acre  than  the  Gibson.  A 
strong  vigorous  plant  that  withstands  adverse  conditions  admirably.  We  recommend 
it  and  know  you  will  not  make  any  mistake  in  planting  Gibson. 

AROMA.  Late.  Large  berry,  good  shipper,  always  bringing  good  price;  extra 
fine  plants.  One  of  the  most  popular  late  varieties.  Holds  its  size  well  throughout 
all  the  pickings.  Berry  is  roundish — conical,  smooth  and  perfect  in  form  and  of  a 

beautiful  bright  glossy  red  in  color;  very  firm  and  of  high  quality.  Its  rich  aromatic 

flavor  has  suggested  its  name.  The  habit  of  spreading  which  this  variety  possesses 
opens  the  way  for  the  sunlight  to  reach  the  crowns.  The  leaves  are  broad,  clean  and 
smooth  and  of  dark  green  color.
